All violations have been corrected at 
this time.  Mitigation is now acceptable.

A RESOLUTION OF THE TOWN OF DAVIE, FLORIDA, APPROVING A REQUEST 
FOR MITIGATION OF THE CODE COMPLIANCE LIEN IN CASE NO. 00-561 
FROM $35,500 IN AMOUNT TO $2,500; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.

WHEREAS, LEF/DAVIE LLC, requested a mitigation of a Code Compliance lien from 
$35,500 to $2,500; and

WHEREAS, the Town of Davie Code Compliance Division has determined that the 
violation of Code Sections 11-17, 12-33(G), 12-33(T) 9-51(a) were corrected; and

WHEREAS, the Town of Davie Code Compliance Special Master suggested that 
based upon mitigating circumstances, the mitigation of the original lien be from $35,500 to 
$2,500; and

WHEREAS, LEF/DAVIE LLC, and the Code Compliance Special Master are agreeable 
to such mitigation.

WHEREAS, the Town Council is agreeable to such mitigation. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE TOWN COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF DAVIE, 
FLORIDA:

SECTION 1.  That the certain Code Compliance lien arising out of Case 00-561 in the 

amount of $35,500, against LEF/DAVIE LLC, is hereby mitigated in amount to $2,500.

SECTION 2.  That this mitigated amount of $2,500 be paid to the Town within 45 days 

of the enactment of this Resolution.  Should this amount of $2,500 not be paid within the 

specified time the lien shall revert to the original amount of $35,500. 

SECTION 3.  This resolution shall take effect immediately upon its passage and 

adoption.

The property owner was cited for the following violations of the Town of Davie Code:
 
1)  Section  11-17:  Display of vehicles for sale 

2)  Section  12-33(G):  Prohibited parking of commercial vehicles, trucks and trailers

3)  Section  12-33(T):  Maintaining a public nuisance and eyesore

4)  Section   9-51(a):    Litter on premises

The property owners, LEF/DAVIE LLC, were cited for violations including allowing 
display/parking of vehicles for sale, prohibited parking of commercial trucks and trailers, 
maintaining a public nuisance and eyesore caused by the vacant and unsecured building, 
and allowing litter to remain on premises.  At this time, the violations have been fully 
corrected and mitigation is possible.  

The mitigated amount will cover the Town expenses and the recommendation of the 
Special Master as to the mitigated amount of $ 2,500 should be considered and approved 
by the Town Council and the respondent given 45 days to pay the mitigated amount.
